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Continuation of 3. NOTE: To date, the receptor portion has been claimed to have an extended position relative to the carrier portion and 
also to protrude axially outwardly relative to the carrier portion. The newly added limitation reciting that the receptor portion protrudes 
axially downwardly relative to the carrier portion is a new issue that would require further consideration and/or further search. This new 
limitation is direction specific, whereas the previous limitions were not specific as to whether or not the receptor portion extended upwardly 
or downwardly relative to the carrier portion. Also, Examiner points out that Applicant's most recent amendments to claims 1 and 6 have 
introduced that the receptor portion has a bottom end. In the claims, Applicant has already set forth that the carrier portion has a bottom 
end. The amendments to claims 1 and 6 make it such that there are now two bottom ends in the claims, rendering it unclear as to which 
bottom end "said bottom end" is referring to in claim 1, lines 13 and 14, and claim 6, lines 14 and 15. 
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
